A MANAGER of Dorset Coastal Cottages, Jeremy 
Smith, talks to us this week about why Dorset is 
becoming an increasingly popular holiday desti¬ 
nation.

He now lives in Wool with his partner Tamasin, 
who is currently expecting their first child. Jeremy 
works in Bridport at the Dorset Coastal Cottages 
office, which opened in February. 


■ WHAT is the ethos of Dorset Coastal Cottages? 

High quality homes in areas of the county that we would 
like to go on holiday to ourselves. 

■ DO you have memories of holidaying in Dorset? 

My youngest childhood memory is of running along the 
cliff path at St Alban’s Head and being blown against the 
barbed wire fences by the gale force winds. All my child¬ 
hood holidays were based on the Dorset coast. 

■ DO you think the popularity of Dorset as a holiday 
destination is growing? 

Very much so. Once people find it they come back every- 
time. We have the most sunshine hours per year compared 
to every other county in the country. 

■ WHAT do you think is attracting more tourists to 
Dorset? 

It’s the easiest accessible coastline in the south west, and 
it has less problems such as the inflated rents and traffic 
congestion that you get in Devon and Cornwall. It’s the 
hidden secret and once you’ve found it you always come 
back. 

■ WHAT benefits would an owner have to rent their 
property through you? 

Peace of mind and ease. I think most owners do it through 
an agency these days because it gives them security, 
knowing they are dealing with a well known reputable 
company. We have a bigger marketing budget and data¬ 
base than most individuals. Offering access to our web¬ 
sites, plus “Google power” means we drive bookings 
harder and faster. The owners have somebody to do all 



the paperwork for them, and if somebody gives the office 
a call you’ve got knowledge about what the pubs are like, 
what the footpaths are like, the nearest attractions and 
restaurants. Local knowledge backed up by local people. 

■ IF a family came to stay in Dorset cottages for the 
week, what would be the "must see" places to visit? 

It totally depends on which side of the county you are on. 
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In West Dorset I’d say Charmouth for fossils, Lyme Regis 
for the Cobb and Burton Bradstock and West Bay for the 
spectacular cliffs. You must climb Golden Cap, you must 
go to Abbotsbury and you must go to Bridport Market on 
a Saturday. Then Washingpool Farm Shop on a Sunday 
for lunch. 

■ HOW important is tourism to Dorset? 

Tourism and farming in Dorset are probably the two 
biggest industries that employ people so I would say it’s 
vital. From the caravan park all the way up to a Michelin 
star restaurant, it covers all spectrums. We are not just 
talking about cottages and hotels, we are talking about 
the local shop, if somebody spends X amount on their 
cottage for the week they probably spend double that in 
the local area. 

■ IS holidaying in the UK a good alternative to 
those who have had to cancel their holidays abroad? 

It depends on what holiday you want? If you want guar¬ 
anteed sunshine with your own private swimming pool, 
golf course and tennis court then go to Spain. If you want 
easy access to amazing coastline, where people speak the 
same language, then come here. If you drove from Lon¬ 
don to Dorset you would be here in two and a half hours 
whereas if you holiday abroad you would still be stuck at 
Heathrow in that time. There are huge bonuses to holi¬ 
daying at home, it’s fun and a good time is had by all. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Gandalf from Lord of the Rings. He’s wise, powerful, 
well travelled and heroic. Jonah Lomu, because of what 
he has been through with his disease and his sporting 
heroism. Sir Edmund Hilary for climbing the Himalayas 
and Mount Everest.

A NEW business aimed at helping 
the over-50s learn about computers 
and the internet is expanding into 
Dorset this month. 

Silver Training is offering a unique 
service by providing one-to-one 
home-based teaching through a net¬ 
work of its professional freelance 
teachers.

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Councils work together 
to ensure pensioners 7 bus 
pass scheme continues 


FREE travel for pensioners is set to continue for the next 
two years after the West Dorset District Council pledged 
£42,000 to the concessionary travel scheme. 

Bob Driscoll, Chairman of the Western Area Transport 
Action Group (WATAG) said the decision had been a 
“great relief’ to their members. 

The national concessionary travel scheme is due to be 
adopted by Dorset County Council from April 1st. 

The transfer had prompted fears that West Dorset bus 
pass holders would no longer be entitled to free travel be¬ 
fore 9.30am as this was a supplementary service to the 
national scheme, funded by the district council. 

This sparked concerns from many of the county’s rural 
residents who had a limited bus service and pensioners 
who feared they would be unable to make early appoint¬ 
ments at Dorset County Hospital. 

Both the district and county council, however, have 
worked closely together in order to prepare for the 
changes and ensure bus pass holders experience minimal 
disruption and changes to the service. 

As such, residents will still be able to enjoy free all day 
travel in West Dorset and on journeys going out of the 
district before 9.30am. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council, Robert Gould 
said: ”We are delighted to have succeeded in continuing 
this service for our residents by working with the county 
council. 

“Maintaining flexible travel times is vitally important 
for bus pass holders, particularly those living in rural 
areas who have less access to frequent public transport 
services.” 

In addition to securing free all day travel for bus pass

holders, the council will also continue its free all day 
travel service for blind bus passengers and accept appli¬ 
cations for companion passes for those who assist dis¬ 
abled passengers. 

Peter Finney, Dorset County Council Cabinet member 
for transport, said: “This is a new responsibility for the 
county council and we are working closely with all of the 
borough and district councils to make the changeover as 
smooth as possible for eligible residents. 

“A significant reduction in the amount of Government 
funding available for concessionary travel means that we 
cannot provide all the additional concessions previously 
offered. However, I am glad that, using their powers of 
well-being, borough and districts councils have had the 
opportunity to fund additional concessions. 

“We are also pleased to offer free travel before 9.30am 
on a number of exempt journeys where services are in¬ 
frequent.” 

Bob Driscoll, Chairman of WATAG, added: “WATAG 
welcomes the fact that a way has been found to continue 
free travel for West Dorset concessionary pass holders at 
any time in the local area. For people in the Bridport & 
Lyme Regis area, the need to keep appointments in 
Dorchester often means setting out before 9.30am. It will 
be a great relief to them that they can continue to use their 
passes. As this is a two-year package, we hope that it will 
provide some certainty for the immediate future.”

Sinking swimmers 
go bald for charity 


TWO brave Bridport women are hop¬ 
ing to inspire others with disabilities 
when they shave their heads for charity 
next week. 

Anna Butler and Roz Copson, who 
each have disabilities of their own, 
caught the bug for fundraising after 
completing the Bridport Lions 
Swimarathon last year with their swim¬ 
ming group. 

Both the women are members of the 
“Sinking Swimmers” group who last 
year received an award for raising the 
most money in the adult category of the 
event. 

Roz Copson suffers with a severe 
form of obsessive compulsive disorder, 
which strongly affects her everyday 
life. Animal lover Roz will be raising 
money for Woodlands Farm Strays by 
having her head shaved next Wednes¬ 
day. 

Roz was one of the original members 
of the “Sinking Swimmers” group. 

“People generally come up to me in 
the pool and say ‘why are you in the 
disability team?’ and I say ‘I’ve got a 
severe psychiatric disorder’ and it does 
make life incredibly difficult. 

“Mine and Anna’s conditions have 
similar traits like depression, anxiety, 
stress and absolute tiredness but we 
have to keep on going. We hope people 
will look at our stories and put their 
hands in their pockets.” 

Anna Butler overcame cancer 15 
years ago, when she was 18-years-old, 
but radiation treatment left her with fi¬ 
bromyalgia. She also suffers from bipo¬ 
lar disorder. 

Anna will be raising money for the 


Teenage Cancer Trust. 

Anna said: “When I was ill there was 
no specialist support for teenagers and 
I found it very hard coping with what 
was happening. When in hospital I was 
on wards with elderly people who I 
found it hard to relate to. 

“There were no people of my own age 
so it was difficult to talk about what I 
was going through. I still find it very 
hard to voice what I went through and 
really feel that had there been a 
Teenage Cancer Trust Unit at the time 
things may have been easier to deal 
with.” 

Anna is hoping her fundraising efforts 
will support the charity’s plans to build 
a specialist unit at Bristol’s University 
Hospital. 

Speaking about the head shave, she 
added: “We want to encourage other 
people to realise they can do something 
because we struggle everyday with our 
lives but we still want to do something 
and I think that’s important.”

Is this democracy 
or time for change? 


■ I WRITE on an issue which may 
appear at first to only concern 
people in Dorchester, but which 
affects all areas of West Dorset and 
the council tax we will pay in the 
future, whether it is Lyme Regis, 
Bridport, Beaminster or Dorch¬ 
ester and all the villages between. 

At the last full meeting of West 
Dorset District Council members 
were advised by the chief execu¬ 
tive that if they voted on a motion 
to discuss the proposals by the 
Duchy for new offices which 
would save over £3million for the 
taxpayer, and would also progress 
Charles Street retail development, 
this would not be in the best inter¬ 
ests for the "reputation" of WDDC. 

All the Independent and Conser¬ 
vative members voted to a man to 
block the motion, without any dis¬ 
cussion whatsoever. 

Interestingly, this addition by the 
chief executive before the end of 
the meeting does not appear in 
the official minutes. 

When we are told repeatedly by 
Councillor Gould, the leader, that 
this process is democratic, and yet 
elected members vote against 
discussion in the best interests of 
the taxpayer, voting for the "rep¬ 
utation" of the WDDC, on the ad¬ 


vice of the chief executive, isn't it 
time to make changes? 

Councillor Gould also writes in 
the local press that decisions 
made by WDDC to build new of¬ 
fices will cost taxpayers £10.7m. 
He only ever mentions the base 
cost of the building of the offices, 
not of the library etc and fails to 
mention the true and unexpur¬ 
gated figures including the new 
park and ride, which is a require¬ 
ment of the new offices/library 
without sufficient town centre 
parking. 

He also doesn't mention there 
are no penalty exit clauses in the 
contracts should the developer 
only build the council buildings 
and then not continue with the re¬ 
tail development. Or that if WDDC 
should decide that this is not in 
the best interest of the taxpayer, 
(which from the figures, it clearly 
is not), we, the taxpayers, repre¬ 
sented by WDDC will be in breach 
of contract to the developer. Not 
many people know this, but it was 
disclosed by the WDDC solicitor at 
the last full council meeting 

Last year, the type of democracy 
Councillor Gould talks about in 
West Dorset allowed elected 
members to disregard over 2000 
people in Dorchester (93 percent) 


who voted against new council 
offices on Charles Street, and al¬ 
lowed WDDC to continue to ig¬ 
nore the people throughout West 
Dorset, which includes Bridport, 
Beaminster, Lyme Regis and Sher¬ 
borne, who are against this profli¬ 
gate and irresponsible use of 
taxpayers'money, and feel power¬ 
less to stop it. 

The issue of new council offices 
is not to do with party politics; it is 
about democracy and a true rep¬ 
resentation by elected members 
of the wishes of the electorate and 
the responsible and best use of 
taxpayers' money, for the greater 
needs of the wider community. 

On April 2nd at 11am in a march 
from the steps of County Hall we 
can show Councillor Gould how 
democracy really works. 

We can show him again and all 
other members who have voted 
on the advice of the chief execu¬ 
tive, without consulting the elec¬ 
torate or representing their views, 
on May 5th, that the taxpayers of 
West Dorset will never draw a line 
under decisions which do not rep¬ 
resent the wishes and better judg¬ 
ment of the people of West 
Dorset, regardless of their politics.

This will save our libraries 
and let democracy rule 


LET'S not cut £800,000 p.a. from 20 small West 
Dorset libraries (many under closure threat) but in¬ 
stead fund them by not building a large library in 
Dorchester.

If Council Leader Gould is in doubt, let him - along 
with residents from all the rural communities af¬ 
fected (including Burton Bradstock, Lyme and 
Beaminster) attend the Public Meeting at 11 a.m. on 
April 2nd, starting at County Hall, then Charles Street 
- and defend cuts to the 20, simultaneously building 
a new Dorchester Library. 

Councillor Gould is in possession of all the facts - 
he's not only WDDC's leader but also a member of 
the inner Dorset County Council Cabinet, who 
agreed last autumn that DCC would fund a new li¬ 
brary in Charles Street, as part of the WDDC's new of¬ 
fice building there. 

We - and Councillor Gould - can see this reduces 


the'apparent'overall project cost from £15 million to 
the oft-quoted £10 million. But actually we - the 
council tax payers - will pay the other £5 million too, 
so the real cost is £15 million - to which must be 
added many other costs e.g. loss on the £3.5 million 
estimate that buyers might pay for Stratton House! 
(The'green'savings by moving to Charles Street are 
false anyway - whoever takes over Stratton House 
will have to upgrade the facilities to make them 
greener - what better than for the WDDC to under¬ 
take this - as a model exercise to be displayed to the 
county of what'prudence'can achieve by using ex¬ 
isting resources?) 

Save the 20 libraries by paying the £800,000 a year 
from the £5 million they'll save by not building a 
white elephant new Dorchester library. And let 
democracy rule.

Emily takes on a tough challenge 


A BRIDPORT teenager who suffers 
with a rare genetic condition is hop¬ 
ing to raise £10,000 to pay back the 
charity who support her. 

Emily Hay lock, 19, is one of only 
23,000 people in the UK who suffers 
from Charcot Marie Tooth (CMT), a 
condition that affects the nerves in 
her legs and arms, known as the pe¬ 
ripheral nerves. 

Although not life threatening, the 
condition is progressive causing 
gradual deterioration of both the 
motor nerves and the sensory nerves. 

The deterioration causes muscle 


wastage and can affect other areas in¬ 
cluding dexterity, balance and re¬ 
flexes. 

Despite her condition Emily is tak¬ 
ing on a tough physical challenge to 
raise funds for CMTUK. 

CMTUK fund regular events to 
help young people suffering with the 
condition. The charity hold a yearly 
activity weekend in the Lake District 
where children take part in climbing, 
canoeing, caving and various other 
outdoor sports and activities. 

In order to give back to the charity 
Emily and other sufferers of CMT 


are aiming to canoe along the length 
of Thirlmere, a reservoir in the Lake 
District, and then cycle back. 

To prepare for this Emily has been 
training at the Bridport Leisure Cen¬ 
tre following a programme set out by 
instructor Chris Churchill. 

Emily and her friends hope to raise 
£10,000 to fund further research into 
their condition and to raise aware¬ 
ness of it amongst the public and 
health professionals.

Hazel OXonnor and the Bluja 
Project come to the Marine Theatre 


STRIDING into the spotlight with the cult movie in 1980, Hazel 
O'Connor immediately became an iconic figure. 

Hazel is the first woman in film history to star in a movie, and write 
and perform all the songs on the soundtrack. BREAKING GLASS, the 
late Dodi Fayed's first ever film production, garnered two BAFTA 
nominations and the Variety Club Award for Best Film Actress. The 
album went in at no. 5 in the UK Pop Charts as did the single "Eighth 
Day". However, over time, her anthem song must surely be the 
unique unforgettable "Will You" that has touched so many people 
of such different ages. 

Next came "Sons and Lovers" and "Cover Plus", but all did not bode 
well for Hazel and she found herself embroiled in legal battles which 
prevented her from recording for a couple of years. Her brother Neil 
O'Connor (The Flys) who had worked with her during the Breaking 


Glass period went on to co-produce, with Martin Rushent/'Smile"- 
Hazel's fourth album in 1984 and released by RCA. 

Hazel decided to try her luck in the USA but had to return after a 
few years for health reasons and she settled in Ireland, where she 
lives to this day. 

A gifted and prolific songwriter, Hazel released "To Be Freed" in 
1993 and in the same year, "Over The Moon". 1995 saw the release 
of arguably one of her best albums "Private Wars", all on Sony, and 
in 1997 she released "Live In Berlin". A year later, her haunting "5 In 
The Morning"album was also released. 

In 2000, Hazel released "Beyond The Breaking Glass", Hazel's first 
album with Cormac De Barra who would turn out to be her musical 
partner for the next ten years. The album came in response to the 
success of their live show, of the same name that had premiered in 
1998. They have toured the world with the show and 
the timeless album still sells today. 

Hazel's "Acoustically Yours" followed her first 'best 
of'"A Singular Collection" in 2003. A couple of years 
later, in 2005, "Fighting Back", a live double CD, and 
"Eighth Day - Live In Brighton": a DVD, both with the 
Coventry based band The Subterraneans who she 
also continues to work with on a regular basis, was 
released by Snapper/Secret Films. The same year, In¬ 
visible Hands Music released the Martin Rushent- 
produced studio album "Hidden Heart" to critical 
acclaim. 2008 saw the first CD release on the Cherry 
Red label of Hazel's 1984 album "Smile" which had 
previously only been released on vinyl. 

2010 saw the release of The Bluja Project Hazel's 
first album with Clare Hirst and Sarah Fisher which 
marked the birth of a yet another aspect of Hazel's 
work. The Bluja Project featuring Hazel O'Connor is 
an exciting collaboration of Hazel's vocals with Sarah 
Fisher's keyboards and vocals along with Clare Hirst's 
sax and vocals. 

The trio perform a mixture of O'Connor originals 
re-interpreted to fit the acoustic line-up of sax, piano 
and vocals as well as some classics - both contem¬ 
porary and standards. The repertoire includes stan¬ 
dards such as Summertime, Stormy Weather, God 
Bless The Child in addition to many of Hazel's hit 
tunes including "Will You, Decadent Days, Driftwood, 
Blackman." The superb blend of the three voices 
adds a sweet touch of class to their vibrant perform¬ 
ance.

Now I know that Spring will come again, 
Perhaps tomorrow: however late I've patience 
After this night following on such a day. 

While still my temples ached from the cold burning 
Of hail and wind, and still the primroses 
Torn by the hail were covered up in it. 

The sun filled earth and heaven with a great light 
And a tenderness, almost warmth, where the 
hail dripped, 

As if the mighty sun wept tears of joy. 

But 'twas too late for warmth. The sunset piled 
Mountains on mountains of snow and ice in 
the west: 

Somewhere among their folds the wind was lost. 
And yet 'twas cold, and though I knew that Spring 
Would come again, I knew it had not come, 
That it was lost too in those mountains chill.

Dom Carroll knew from an early age that he had the 
ability to make people laugh, so when he left school it was 
only natural for him to take up a position as trainee funeral 
director with a Manchester firm. It was not long before he 
realised that he was better in front of a live audience and 
in 1997 he followed in the footsteps of Caroline Aherne 
and Peter Kay by winning the North West Comedian of the 
Year Award. 

Working with the recently deceased gives a man plenty 
of time for reflection and this goes some way to explaining 
Dorn's relaxed, almost morose, style of comedy. A smiling 
assassin, he charms the audience but he has his opinions 
and is not afraid to air them. 

In his current shows, Dom gives his own personal take 
on everything from Pet Rescue to arm transplants. You will 
be ashamed of yourself for laughing, but laugh you will. 

He's a writer for GMR’s Comedy Club and has presented 
a late night comedy show on local independent radio as 
well as writing and starring in his own comedy showcase 
for Granada Television "Mad For it". 

Tom Bell is a prolific sketch and stand up comedian hav¬ 
ing written and performed for Channel 4, BBC 3, FIVE, 
Radio 1,7 and 6Music. 

As part of the double-act Tommy & the Weeks he was a 
big hit at the last three Edinburgh Fringe Festivals. They 
have two TV pilots and one radio pilot in production and 
have gathered countless rave reviews; heralded by The 
Guardian as "A future great British double act" 

As a solo performer he has carved out an impressive CV.

Upbeat 
tales of incompetence, loneliness, failure and a huge lust 
for life, chocolate and girls beyond his reach. Stories about 
dreams, struggle, insecurity, hitting things, crying, death, 
life, suicide and bears. 

The man took his Cuddly Loser show to Edinburgh ear¬ 
lier this year. There are no genuine comparisons to this 
man. He is a versatile and creative comedian who always 
leaves audiences wanting more.

With the game still delicately balanced 
after a goalless first half, Condliffe made a 
concerted run down the left flank six min¬ 
utes after the break.

QUIET WEEKEND FOR LOCAL CLUBS 


DON'T you just hate the way the Irish play after they have cast them¬ 
selves in the role of underdogs? They were by far the better side on Sat¬ 
urday last; playing with an intensity throughout that England could not 
match. 

England did eventually win the Six Nations Championship, but it will 
be of scant consolation to them in World Cup year, for the competition 
as a whole was pretty mediocre, leaving the Northern Hemisphere with 
a lot of work to do if its sides are to compete in the autumn. 

On the local front, last Saturday, like a number of others in recent times, 
was devoted to the fulfilling of catch-up league fixtures.

PREVIEW 

LET us hope that all local clubs have benefited from last Saturday's in¬ 
activity, for they, practically without exception, face testing games on 
Saturday next.

After we scored they had to come at 
us, and it's all about getting that first goal. 

"I think they all sparked off Matty Condliffe's 
persistence for the goal. That's what we 
needed; we needed that a lot earlier in the first 
half. He rode his luck a bit, but he went through 
three tackles. It was just perseverance, and un¬ 
selfishly he laid it off for Sam Charles to score." 

Senior thought Condliffe was a worthy man- 
of-the-match winner: "He's a wholehearted 
player. I thought he did really well with the 
goal. He did the hard workand then composed 


himself. I also thought he defended really well." 

He also had words of praise for Filkins: "Sam 
was excellent as he has been all season, and 
kept a clean sheet." 

For a large part of the match Charles and fel¬ 
low striker Ryan Dovell became isolated from 
the midfield, giving Devizes a lot of second 
balls. 

Senior explained:"! told the lads to be a little 
bit more direct towards them, but I think they 
took it a little bit too literally and we got caught 
between two stools. 

"We were hitting long balls from the back and 
by the time it got to the strikers it was dropping 
and dying and we weren't getting up quick 
enough to support them.
